a minority of small proportions can 
set it in motion and get any expres¬ 
sion of choice as to what the major¬ 
ity desires ? 

The only political party in Amer¬ 
ica that has such an organization is 
the Socialist party. When it comes 
to the practice of democratic pro¬ 
cedure, the Socialist party is alone, 
peculiar, unique, apart. The So¬ 
cialists are fairyliar through actual 
practice with direct nominations, 
the recall, the initiative, the refer¬ 
endum, publicity of campaign con¬ 
tributions, and the instrumentalities 
that are absolute necessities of dem¬ 
ocracy and of true republican insti¬ 
tutions.

But there is another very serious evil due to competition. Please 
to read the following extract from Mr. H. M. Hyndman's pamphlet, 
"Socialism and Slavery": 

To take a sIdrIv but very Important instance of the way Is which our 
prment system works rutn all round Industrial crises occur more and 
more frequently In each successive s‘-Deration. The Increasing powers of 
machinery, the greater facility of traosport and communication, do bpt 
serve to make matters worse for the mass of the workers In all countries 
insomuch that the uncertainty of employment Is greatly Increased by theee 
recurring crises, apart from the danger of the workers being driven out 
on to the streets by the tmrodnctlon of nrw labor-saving machines. But 
these crises arise from the very nature of our capitalist system of produc¬ 
tion. Thus, when a period of depression comes to an end. orders flow 
in from home and foreign customers; each manufacturer Is anxious to 
take advantage of the rising tide of prosperity, and produces as much as 
he can. without any consultation with hla fellows or any regard for the 
future: there Hi a great demand for laborers In the factories, workshop, 
shipyards and mines: prices rise all along the line, speculation Is rampant: 
new machines are Introduced to economise labor and Increase production. 
Alt the work is lielng done by the most thorough social organization' and 
for manifestly social pnrposes: the workers are. as It were, dovetailed Into 
one another by that soctal and mechanical division of labor, as well as 
by the increasing scale of factory Industry. - Hut they have no control 
whatever over their products when finished. The exchange Is carrlvsl on 
solely for the profit of the employing class, who themselves are compelled 
to compete against one another at high pressure In order to keep their 
places. Thus a glut follows, and then a depression of trade, when mllllonm 
of men are out of work all over the world, though ready to give their 
useful labor In return for food: and the capitalists are unable to employ 
them because the glut which they themselves hare created preventm pro¬ 
duction at a profit. 

Competition, it thus appears, raises the price of commodities, low¬ 
ers the rate of wages, ami throws vast numbers of men out of work. 

Another evil of the competitive system is the milking of new ideas 
by the capitalist Under competition a new invention is a “trade 
secret” and is worked for the benefit of one firm. 

Brown gets hJd of a new method of cutting screws, which en¬ 
ables him to dispense with half the labor. He conceals this from 
Jones and Rotnnson and uses it to undersell them. I-ct us trace the 
action of such an invention under competition and under Socialism. 

Suppose that labor equals 50 per cent, of the cost of making the 
screws, and that the new process saves half the labor. That gives 
Brown a profit of 25 per cent, more than Jones ami Robinson. Now, 
Brown first of all discliarges half his men, and then lowers the price 
of his screws 10 per cent. The results of these operations arc: 

t. The public get their screws to per cent, cheaper. 

2. Brown makes 15 per cent, more profit. 

3. Jones and Robinson lose their trade. 

4. Half of Brown's men are out of employment. 

5. If Brown can min Jones and Robinson and take all their 
trade, then he will throw half of their men out of employment, am* 
may even raise the price of screws again, and so take all the advan¬ 
tage of the invention. 

And very likely Brown has bought this invention from some poo: 
man for a couple of $50 hills. 

But now consider the result of our new screw-cutting process 
under Socialism. 

‘ A workman invents a new process. He is rewarded by a ineda 
and tlic naming of the process after its inventor, and the invention 
becomes the property of the state. 

What are the effects? Screws can be made 25 |>er cent, more 
cheaply. Who gets the advantage of that ? 

The people net the advantage of it. You mav 

1. Reduce the hours of labor in the screw trade by one-half,- or 

2. Send half the screw-cutters to some other work, as farming. 

Rut in either case the people will reap the benefit. For either 

hours of work will be shorter, or more wealth will be poured into the 
common store as a consequence of even - new invention. 

IVmbtlcss, some of your political, liard-hcadcd. practical friends 
will affect to be shocked at the idea tliat the inventor of out; new prof¬ 
ess gets "no more substantial reward than a medal amj a name. But 
remember one or two things. 

1. The inventor has, already, as much of all substantial things 
as he requires. 

2. That he could not spend money if he got it. 

3. - 'That he is undrr no obli,ation to think of the future, A he 
and his wife and children are sure of the care of the state. 

Besides, you may. remind your practical friends that the heroes of 
the life-boats, the liospitals. the real mines, and the battle-field seldom 
get so much as a medal or a nan e. 

One outer instance- of the bad effects of competition, and I have 
done with the subject.

graph : 

“As soon as 1 get up a good thing, say In chocolate," savs a merchant, 
"some rival will imitate It In qnaltty and sell It at a lower rate. To hold 
my own I've to rat hit price: hut as I can't do that and make a profit. I 
must adulterate the artlrle a little. He knows the dodge, and he will do 
the same thing. So wo go. cutting at esrh other, until holh of our article! 
are so cheap and poor that notexly will buy them. Then I atari the pure 
goods again under unother name, and the whole circus has to bo gone 
over again." 

Every nun who knows anvil ing of trade know how general is 
the ktiavidi practice of adulteration. As a Milltown man, you will 
need no lecture on the evils of calico-siring. Now, all adulteration is 
directly, due to competition. Dory* u doubt it? Allow me to prove my 
statement by quoting from a speech by John Bright. John, Bright 
was a great a|*>»tle of grad-grindery. He was a champion of compe¬ 
tition, an opponent of trade unionism: and in the speech to ,which I 
allude he intruded to excuse adulhration, «nd he said: 

“Adulteration is only another form of competition.” 

Could anything be clearer? Could anv irony, or anv argument, or 
any invective of a Socialist, woul d competition so decnlv as does.this 
maladroit chancc-hlow ■of its champkm, John Bright?

U thufa'J viction is spreading 
rapidly among western pioneers 
who followed the seductive lure of 
government promises and took up 
homesteads in the arid sections or 
forest districts of the western 
wilderness. 

In nearly every case where laws 
have been passed for the allege^ 
purpose of improving the living op¬ 
portunities for working class set¬ 
tlers, cx(>crience proved that such 
laws contained little jokers, by 
which public resources had been 
undcrliandedlv placed in the hands 
of private corporations. 

The forest policy of the capitalist 
government * ' considered by many 
as a bad joke and a tangle of red 
tape to prevent settlement in dis¬ 
tricts in which a poor man might 
still make a living with little inter¬ 
ference from corporation rule. 

Practically all the saw timber has 
been turned over to private corpo¬ 
rations. Nearly all of tlvc so-called 
foresMfcserves consist of scrub tim¬ 
ber tliat Itas no value for commer¬ 
cial purposes. Where such forest 
reserves still contain good saw tim- 


tion cliarges, exorbitant prices for 
machines, jobbery of produce and 
cattle prices, keeps the agricultural 
worker grinding away at the bare 
level of subsistence. 

In the end the so-called home 
stead turns into a millstone around 
the neck of the settler, keeps him 
tied to the land by mortgage-,

Dr. Devine has done more than 
perliaps any oilier man in his pro¬ 
fession to broaden both the outlook 
and the program of modem char- 
ity. 

For the Socialist the book has 
little value For a half century our 
leading thinkers said all Dr. Devine 
has to say. 

It is somewhat amusing, there¬ 
fore, when he assumes the position 
of a discoverer. 

It is hard to escape the assump¬ 
tion tliat he believes himself a pio¬ 
neer when he declares: ' 

"In contrast with the idea that 
misers- is moral, the inexorable visi¬ 
tation of punishment for immoral 
actions and the inevitable outcome 
of depraved character, I wish to 
present the idea that it is economic,

Tlie report of the executive 
Ixiaril showed that while their mem¬ 
bership reached nearly a thousand, 
many of the htanchcs were dilatory 
in their support of the bureau, ami 
the executive board went so far as 
to recommend that the organization 
begin with a new slate, and there¬ 
after require the trar.-arting of its 
affairs in a mo-e strict and business-! 
like way. 

"After a lengthy discussion as to 
the present situation, it seemed to 
lie the consensus of opinion among 
the delegates tliat the bureau has 
an important field for activity in 
the Socialist movement, and the 
unanimous decision was to the ef¬ 
fect that the work he continued 
with additional eamr-tness and 
zeal."

You are hereby advised that, in pursuance to the constitution of the American Fcderationof Labor, 
tiic twenty-ninth annual convention of the American Federation of I-abor will be held at Toronto, Onta¬ 
rio. Canada, beginning ten o'clock Monday morning. November 8. 1909, ami will continue in se&.ion from 
day to day until the business of the convention tas been completed. 

REPRESENTATION. 

Representation in the conventkin will be on the following liasis : From national ami international 
unions, for less than 4.000 members, one delegate; 4.1x0 or more, two rleiegat, -; 8,000 or more, three 
delegates; 16,000 or more, four delegates; 32,000 or more, five delegates64,oco©r more, six delegates; 
128,000 or more, seven delegates, and so on; and (from central Iodic- and state federations, and from local 
unions not having a national or international union, and from federal labor unions, one delegate. 

It is, of course, entirely unnecessary here to enumerate the important subjects with which our 
forthcoming convention will concern itself, hut tire reminder is-not a) all amivs that cverv effort nm-t Ire 
made to broaden the field and means for the organization of the yet unorganized worker--, to strive 
more effectually than ever to bring about a better day in ihe live- and homes of the toilers, to defend 
and maintain by every honorable means in our power the right to orgaijze fur our common defense and 
advancement, and to assert at anv ri-k the fret,lorn of -perch and of the -tress.
